In 1737, John Higley of Grandy, Conne, issued copper coins et 
made of local copper, on his own authoritye The silver coins ee 
of Chalmers would, I should judge, come in the same category. 
| As you may know, there was another man in Baltimore, named 
Standish Barry, who issued a silver three-penny in 1790. 
In New York, a man named Mott iseved a copper tokene And 
in 1794, the firm of Talbot, Allum & Lee issued similar pieces. 
Besides these, there are a number of odd pieces of which 
the name of the issuer and the reason for issuing are unknowne 
In the gold series, we are given to understand that many / 
people issued dubleons. To our knowledge, only one piaced his 
name on the piece - a goldsmith by the name of Brasher.
